H arrisburg, Jan. 22.—A now charter 
or "ripper” bill for P ittsb u rg , Alle­ 
gheny and Scranton, which constitute 
the second class cities o f Pennsylva­ 
nia, was introduced In the senate 
last night by Senator M uhlbronner. of 
Allegheny. 
Under the proposed law 
the m ayor of such cities shall hold 
office for three years and shall not bo 
eligible for re-election, per for any 
office or position in the city for the 
next two years succeeding the expira­ 
tion of his term . He shall, by written 
order, transm it tell to select council, 
remove from office any bond of de­ 
partm ent, director or other officer ap­ 
pointed by him, and, as often as he 
may think proper, he may appoint 
three persons to examine the accounts 
of any city departm ent, tru st officer 
or employe. 
There shall be the fol- 
| lowing executive departm ents and no 
: other 
departm ents can be created: 
! Public safety, public works, receiver 
of taxes, assessors, 
city 
treasurer, 
city controller, law, charities and cor­ 
rection and .sinking fund commission. 
The departm ent of public safety shall 
be under the charge of one person, 
who shall have control of the police, 
fire. health, etc. 
No policeman nor 
fireman shall be dismissed without 
his w ritten consent, except by decis­ 
ion of a court, composed of the po­ 
lice and fire force. 
The departm ent 
of public works shall he under the 
charge of one director, who shall have 
control of 
the 
w ater works, gas 
works, etc. 
The receiver of taxes shall hold of­ 
fice for three years. 
The office of de­ 
linquent taxes Is abolished. 
The de­ 
partm ent of assessors shall consist of 
three persons. The city treasurer shall 
hold office for three years and cannot 
succeed himself. 
The city solicitor 
shall hold office for throe years and 
may have as many assistants as are 
authorized by ordinance. 
The 
act 
does not specify the length of term 
of the person in charge of the de­ 
partm ent of charities and correction. 
The sinking fund commission shall 
consist of five persons and all moneys 
applicable to the sinking fund shall 
be under their charge. 
The 
city 
treasurer, 
controller 
aud 
assessors 
shall be elected at the regular mu­ 
nicipal election. 
The heads of the 
various other departm ents shall be 
nom inated by the mayor, w ith the ad­ 
vice aud consent of select council,

Upon sufficient reason, 
except for political reasons, they can 
remove or suspend subordinate offi­ 
cers.

With liatchets

cloaks, they 
entered the saloon of Jam es Bu rn.s, 
on Dou glas avenu e, and did not leave 
a comp lete p iece of glass or a working 
slot machine In the p lace. 
All show 
cases, both for liqu ors and cigars, as 
well as the p late glass windows and 
doors, were broken into smithereens. 
Next they ran to John Herrlg’s saloon 
and had everything lu the front of 
the room, inclu ding the p late glass 
windows, broken when he ap p eared 
with a revolver, p lac(?d It at Mrs. Na­ 
tion’s head and said that he wou ld 
blow ou t her brains If she did not 
desist. 
She yielded before the p oint­ 
ed revolver, and, with her comp an­ 
ions, ran to the Carey 
hotel 
bar, 
where she made her first attack on 
the saloons of Wichita, abou t three 
weeks ago.

FOR AGED NEGROES. 


Wichita, Ivan., Jan. 22.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation came back to Wichita, alter 
her recent 
incarceration 
under 
a 
smallpox quarantine, following 
her 
arrest for wrecking a saloon, aud she 
and two other women tackled three 
more saloons. 
Some of the pieces re­ 
sulting from their work were being 
sold for souvenirs last night. 
Mrs. 
Nation was assisted by Mrs. Julia 
Evans, Mrs. Lucy Wilhoit and Mrs. 
Lydia Muntz, all of the local W. C. 
T. U. organization. 
W ith hatchets 
concealed under 
their 
cloaks, they 
entered the saloon of Jam es Burns, 
on Douglas avenue, and did not leave 
a complete piece of glass or a working 
slot machine In the place. 
All show 
cases, both for liquors and cigars, as 
well as the plate glass windows and 
doors, were broken Into smithereens. 
Next they ran to John H errig’s saloon 
and had everything in the front of 
the room, including the plate glass 
windows, broken when he appeared 
with a revolver, placed It at Mrs. Na­ 
tion’s head and Said th at he would 
blow out her brains lf she did not 
desist. 
She yielded before the point­ 
ed revolver, and, with her compan­ 
ions, ran to the Carey 
hotel 
bar, 
where she made her first attack on 
the saloons of Wichita, about three 
weeks ago. 
There three policemen 
met her and she struck at Detective 
Sutton with a poker. 
He shoved her 
aside and a youth struck him in the 
face. 
A policeman struck the youth 
and knocked him down. 
The police 
then overpowered Mrs. Nation 
and 
her friends and took them to the city 
prison, followed by about 2,000 peo­ 
ple. 
Mrs. 
Evans’ 
little 
daughter 
pushed her way through the crowd, 
screaming and begging for the release 
of her mother, but the policemen were 
deaf to her entreaties. 
Chief of Police Ondbon di^chargod 
the prisoners after they reached the 
Jail. 
The women made him a prom­ 
ise not to wreck any more saloons be­ 
fore noon today. 
Mrs. Evans’ hand was hadlv cut by 
broken glass and her husband, who 
Is a physician, sewed It un. 
After leaving the city building, Mrs. 
Nation, in the coolest manner, began 
s street lecture 
to 
the Immediate 
crowd that had surrounded the city 
building, saying that she expected to 
begin saloon wrecking again at noon 
today, when her truce with the chief 
of police expired. 
The women procured a wagon and 
rode through 
the 
streets, 
singing 
“Nearer, My God. to Thee.’’ and other 
hymns. 
They halted In front of the 
saloons they had smashed and held 
prayer meetings. 
The damage done 
by the three women Is estimated at 
between SI.SOO and $2,000. 
David Nation, the husband of Mrs. 
Nation, was in this city, hut took no 
part In the wrecking of the saloons, 
nor did he go to the city jail when 
bls wife was arrested. 
Mrs. Nation was at the Union sta­ 
tion last night, in the act of buying 
a ticket to a neighboring town, when 
the sheriff pulled at her sleeve, say­ 
ing: 
“You are my 
prisoner, 
madam.” 
Mrs. Nation turned her face about, 
and, seeing Sheriff 
Simmons, gave 
him a violent slap across the face. 
She followed this up by taking hold 
of his ears with both her hands and 
wringing them viciously. The station 
was 
full 
of 
women, who began 
•creaming, and 
tremendous 
excite­ 
ment followed as the sheriff, who is 
a very small man, struggled with his 
powerful antagonist. 
A 
policeman 
came to his rescue, and, with the aid 
of some bystanders, they succeeded in 
picking up the woman in their arms 
and placing her in a cab. which was 
driven rapidly to the county Jail. She 
Insisted on being placed In the private 
room for women, but Sheriff Simmons 
put her in a cell in the steel rotary, 
where she prayed and sang hymns. 
Last night Mrs. W ilhoit was arrest­ 
ed at her home, without making any 
resistance, and taken to the county 
Jail, where she also was placed In a 
cell next to that of Mrs. 
Nation. 
When Mrs. Wilhoit was ushered Into 
the steel cage Mrs. 
Nation 
cried: 
Hallelujah.” and burst Into prayer. 
Half an hour later Mrs. Evans was 
arrested at her home, but owing to 
the condition of her wounded arm 
•he was given the most comfortable 
•ccm. Mrs. Kuntz could not be found 
when the officers called at her home.

RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS. 


B ill A llo w in g I t PhsmmI Philippine* C on e 


m issio n —S everal

Manila, Jan. 22.—The act establish­ 
ing the department of public instruc­ 
tion was unanimously passed by the 
Philippine commission, alter a debate 
between Commissioner 
Moses 
and 
Juuge Taft, over the section permit­ 
ting religious 
instruction in si noel 
houses. 
The commissioners, originally, were 
unanimous in laver of tile section, 
but Commissioner Moses became con­ 
vinced it was not wise, aud he of­ 
fered an am endment prohibiting the 
teaching of religious 
doctrines 
in 
school buildings. 
Ile declared the 
commission would disregard its in­ 
structions concerning the separation 
of church and state if the “question­ 
able provision” were enacted. 
The 
commissioner 
characterized 
as 
groundless the fears 
that Catholic 
children would not attend the public 
schools unless 
religious 
instruction 
was permitted. 
He said the experi­ 
ence with the Philippine schools had 
already dem onstrated this. 
Referring to arguments of the Cen­ 
tral Catholics in favor of Catholic 
Instructors exclusively, Commissionei 
Moses insisted that a compromise was 
inadvisable when one of the parties 
was predisposed 
against a compro­ 
mise. 
Judge T aft offered a substitute per­ 
mitting teaching 
thrice 
weekly by 
priests and ministers to pupils whose 
parents desired that their children re­ 
ceive such instruction, and prescrib­ 
ing the dismissal of teachers who at­ 
tem pt to influence pupils religiously, 
and the suspension of the privilege 
of priests and ministers whose teach­ 
ings create disloyalty or disorder. 
Concerning the alleged disobedience 
of the adm inistration’s Instructions, 
Judge T aft said the question would 
be w hether such use of school build­ 
ings would Involve a tax on the peo­ 
ple. He cited the fact that the school 
buildings In use were being used for 
political and religious purposes, not­ 
withstanding 
the 
opposing attitude 
of the Federal party leaders. 
The 
Judge said he did not believe a ma­ 
jority of the party or of the people 
were opposed to it. 
He believed the 
opposition was caused chiefly by fear 
of ecclesiastical control. 
The judge 
did not believe in the hierarchy of 
the church or approve of the radical 
proposition of the Central Catholics. 
If experience proved the wisdom of 
repealing the section it would at least 
be after the government had shown 
that it is neither pro-Protestant nor 
pro-Cntholic. 
Commissioner Ide voted with Com 
miss’oner Moses against Judge Taft 
on the substitute, explaining that he 
questioner! 
whether 
the 
substitute 
would accomplish the purpose sontrlit. 
After the adoption of the substitute 
the bill was passed unanimously.

All show 
cases, both for liquors and cigars, as 
well as the plate glass windows and 
doors, were broken Into sm ithereens. 
Next they ran to John H errlg’s saloon 
and had everything in the front of 
the room. Including th e plate glass 
windows, broken when he appeared 
w ith a revolver, placed It at Mrs. N a­ 
tion’s head and said th a t he would 
blow out her brains lf she did not 
desist. 
She yielded before the point­ 
ed revolver, and. w ith her com pan­

Harrisburg, Jan. 22.—A new charter 
or “ripper” bill for Pittsburg, Alle­ 
gheny and Scranton, which constitute 
the second class cities of Pennsylva­ 
nia, was introduced in tile senate 
last night by Senator Muhlbronner, of 
Allegheny. 
Under the proposed law 
the mayor of such cities shall hold 
office for three years and shall not bo 
eligible for re-election, nor for any 
office or position in the city for the 
next two years succeeding the expira­ 
tion of his term. He shall, by written 
order, transm itted to select council, 
remove from office any head of de­ 
partment, director or other officer ap­ 
pointed by him, and, as often as he 
may think proper, he may appoint 
three persons to examine the accounts 
of any city department, trust officer 
or employe. 
There shall be the fol­ 
lowing executive departm ents and no 
other 
departm ents can be created; 
Public safety, public works, receiver 
of taxes, assessors, 
city 
treasurer, 
city controller, law, charities and cor­ 
rection and sinking fund commission. I 
The departm ent of public safety shall ( 
be under the charge of one person, 
who shall have control of the police, 
fire, health, etc. 
No policeman nor 
fireman shall be dismissed without 
his written consent, except by doris- j 
Ion of a court, componed of the po­ 
llee and fire force. 
Tile department 
of public works shall be under the 
charge of one director, who shall have 
control of 
the 
water works, gas 
works, etc. 
The receiver of taxes shall hold of- I 
flee for three years. 
The office of der 
llnquent taxes is abolished. 
The de- j 
partm ont of assessors shall consist of 
three persons. The city treasurer shall 
hold office for three years and cannot 
i succeed himself. 
The city solicitor 
shall hold office for three years and 
may have as many assistants as are! 
authorized by ordinance. 
The 
act 
does uot specify the length of term 
of the person in charge of the de­ 
partm ent of charities and correction. 
The sinking fund commission shall 
consist of five persons and all moneys 
applicable to the sinking fund shall 
be under their churge. 
The 
city J 
treasurer, 
controller 
aud 
assessors 
shall be elected at the regular mu­ 
nicipal election. 
The heads of the 
various other departm ents shall be 
nominated by the mayor, with the a d -1 
vice aud consent of select council, 
and shall hold 
office 
during 
the 
mayor’s tend. 
Upon sufficient reason, 
except for political reasons, they can 
remove or suspend subordinate offi­ 
cers. 
The merit system shall prevail 
in the appointment and promotion of 
city 
employe*. 
Municipal 
officers 
shall be liable to impeachment, sue- j 
pension and removal for any corrupt 
aet. practice, malfeasance, 
misman­ 
agement, mental incapacity or incom­ 
petency. or for 
extortion, receiving 
any gift or present from any contrac­ 
tor. or from any person furnishing 
material to the city, or from any in­ 
cumbent or candidate for any mu­ 
nicipal office, aud for wilfully conceal­ 
ing any fraud committed against the 
city. 
The legislative power shall be 
vested In select and common council. 
One select councilman shall be elect­ 
ed for each 2.000 resident taxables 
and one common councilman for each 
1,000 registered taxables. Seb‘ct coun­ 
cilmen shall serve for four years and 
common councilmen two years. 
No 
member of councils shall hold any 
office under tho United States, state, 
county or city. except notary public 
or commissioner of deeds. 
Councils 
shall hold two sessions In each year, 
at a time prescribed by ordinance, 
and no session 
shall continue for 
more than 30 days. 
The mayor shall 
have power to continue the regular 
session or call special sessions.

contracts shall be let to the lowest 
responsible bidder and every contract 
shall lie let by the mayor and head 
of the proper department.

Evans, Mrs. Lucy Wilhoit and Mrs. 
Lydia Muutz, all of the local W. C. 
T. U. organization. 
With hatchets 
concealed under 
their 
cloaks, they 
entered the saloon of Jam es Burns, 
on Douglas avenue, and did not leave 
a complete piece of glass or a working 
slot machine In the place. 
All show 
cases, both for liquors and cigars, as 
well as the plate glass windows and 
doors, were broken Into smithereens. 
Next they ran to John H errig’s saloon 
and had everything Ju the front of 
the room, Including the plate glass 
windows, broken when he appeared 
with a revolver, placid It at Mrs. Na 
tion’s head and said that he would 
blow out her brains lf she did not 
desist. 
She yielded before the point­ 
ed revolver, and, with lier compan­ 
ions. ran to the Carey 
hotel 
bar. 
where she made her first attack on 
the saloons of Wichita, about three 
weeks ago.

For the Enforcement of the Street Railway Com­ 
pany Franchise According to The 


Opinion of Solicitor W. K. Gaston 


Long and Animated Discussion Held at Council 
Meeting Last Night. 


The Mayor Is Not An Expert In Street Car Affairs 


Council last night determined that 
they were not responsible for the en­ 
forcement of the street railway fran­ 
chise, but it is probable they have only 
shifted the responsibility until 
the 
next meeting of council when Mayor 
Davidson will say to them, "I 
have 
done my duty, now you do yours. 
Last night the m atter was brought 
up by Nice who said: “I would like to 
know who is responsible for the en­ 
forcement of the street railway fran­ 
chise, and would like to have the opin­ 
ion of the solicitor on the question.” 
Solicitor Gaston said it was the duty 
of the 
mayor as he was the execu­ 
tive officer of the city, and that he 
could find no 
law making It encum­ 
bent on council to enforce any law 
they have passed. He referred to sec­ 
tion 1746, R. S. O., which said it shall 
be the specific duty of the mayor to 
see that all ordinances, by-laws and 
resolutions passed by council are en-' 
forced. 
He said it was the business 
of council to grant the franchise, but 
it was the duty of the mayor to see 
that they are faithfully obeyed 
and 
enforced, although the 
penalty 
for 
failing to comply with the franchise 
was with council. 
After the mayor 
saw that 
the 
franchise was being 
violated it was his duty to make com­ 
plaint to council and ask them to ap­ 
ply the remedy. 
Then the responsi­ 
bility of the mayor ceases and that of 
council begins. 


Mayor Davidson took a hand in the ! 
matter and asked lf he commenced i 


and you should make the proper com­ 
plaint.” 
Mayor Davidson—If I make a charge 
how am I going to prove it? 
Nice—Don’t you know that cars run 
faster than six miles an hour? 
Davidson—Yes when they run off. 
Marshall—Is

properly 
equipped? 
Davidson—It has brakes, but how 
am I to know whether they are mod­ 
ern? 
Marshal] then told the mayor that 
after he took some action and w’ent 
to the solicitor the council would back 
him up. 
The mayor replied that the com­ 
pany had brakes on their car and also 
a log attached, and he didn’t know 
until the accident th at It was not 
safe. 
Smith tried to pour oil on the trou­

The resolution was unan­ 
imously adopted and the house stood 
adjourned until noon today. 
Senate Also Adopted Resolutions. 
In the senate, after the executive 
session, Mr. Allison offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution In open session; 
“That the death of her royal and 
Imperial majesty. Victoria, of noble 
virtues and great renowu, is sincerely 
d eplore by the senate of the United 
States of America.” 
The resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Later on Mr. Allison then offered 
the following resolution with refer 
ence to that passed earlier in the day 
upon the death of Queen Victoria: 
“That the president pro tem. of the 
senate cause to be conveyed to the 
prime m inister of Circut' Britain a 
suitably engrossed copy of the fore­ 
going resolution.” 
It was agreed to. 
Whether there will he commemora­ 
tive exercises similar to those held in 
Washington after the death of tile

No; there is ne 
danger. 
A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, but you can’t 
steer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm’s way a practiced hand 
tan tilt it one way or the other, spill 
•ut air and thus work It to where you 
want to land or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. 
‘‘Circus 
ascensions 
are 
generally 
made in the evening. 
VV hen the sun 
goes down, the wind goes down. 
The 
balloon then shoots into the air, and 
the parachute drops ba.'k on the circus 
lot or not far away. 
A balloon is made of 4 cent muslin 
and weighs about 500 pounds. A para­ 
chute is made of 8 cent muslin. 
Th* 
rope that secures the parachute is cut 
with a knife. 
The aeronaut drop? 
fully I (JO feet before the parachute be­ 
gins to fill. 
It must till if you’re up 
high enough. 
Invariably the fall is 
head first. 
When the parachute be­ 
gins to fill, the descent is less rapid, 
and finally when the parachute lins 
finally filled it bulges out with a pop. 
Then the aeronaut climbs on to his tra­ 
peze aud guides the parachute to a safe 
landing. 
In seven cases out of ten you 
can land back on the lot where you 
Started from.’’—New York News.
